Union Agent Final Wit- 
ness, Denies Categor- 
ically All Charges in 
His Ejight-Count In- 
dictment. 


The case of Paul H. Hulahan, 
building laborers’ business agent 
charged with violation of the 
federal anti-racketeering law, 
was expected to go to a jury in 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore's court late 
today. 

Presentation of testimony was 
completed at 11 a.m. Assistant 
United States Attorney Forrest 
Boecker began presenting the 
Government's argument shortly 


after 3 p.m. After arguments 
Judge Moore will read instruc- 
tions to the juy of nine men, 
and three women. 

The tall, husky labor boss, 
who has been suspended twice 
as business agent of Local 42, 
AFL Building Laborers and 
Hodcarriers’ Union, was the last 
witness. Only one other witness 
Was presented by the defense. 

Denial by Defendant. 


Under sharp cross-examina- 
tion by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom E. DeWolfe, Hulahan 
denied categorically all charges 
in the eight-count indictment on 
which he is being tried. 

He disputed testimony of five 
Government witnesses who said 
he solicited pay-offs or was paid 
money. He also disagreed with | 
testimony of witnesses who cor- 
roborated parts of accounts 
given by key witnesses. 

In a 30-minute session this 
morning, DeWolfe took Hulahan 
over all statements made by key 
‘Government witnesses. They 
were accounts of Hulahan's pres- 
ence at various construction 
projects, alleged threats made 
by him, money demanded by 
him, and money paid to him. 

Asked to comment on each 
phase of the testimony, Hulahan 
| answered either “false” or “not 
’ true.” 

Twice Hulahan was asked 
whether he knew of any reason 
why these witnesses should give 
false testimony against him. He 
replied: “‘No, I do not.” 

In summation, DeWolfe asked: 
“All of them are lying except 
you, aren't they?” 

An objection by MHulahan’s 
counsel was sustained and the 
prosecutor rephrased his ques- 
tion. 

“They're all testifying falsely. 
aren't they, and you are telling | 
the truth?” he inguired. 


‘Correct,’ Says Hulahan. 


Defense counsel's objection 
was overruled and Hulahan an- 
swered: “Correct.” 

The first three counts of the 
indictment allege attempts by 
Hulahan to extort $50,000 in 
March 1951 from M. H. Carpen- | 


ter, who then headed a firm! 
building the Glasgow Village |

St. Louis county. 

Remaining counts charge that | 
he was paid $400 in bribes by a | 
contractor constructing a storage | 
building for the Valier & Spies | 
Co., 5020 Shreve avenue, in 1950 | 
and 1951, and that he was paid | 
$1600 to insure labor peace on | 
an expansion project at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field in 1950. 

On Stand An Hour. 

Hulahan, who lives at 1577 
Valle avenue, Wellston, was on 
the stand about an hour yester- 
day as he first answered ques- | 
tions of his own attorney, C. 
Arthur Anderson, former Con- 
gressman and former St. Louis 
county prosecutor, and then was 
cross-examined briefly by_ De- 
Wolfe. 

He testified he owned his’ 
four-room brick home and had 
been elected business agent of 
Local 42 two years ago by the, 
‘rank and file.” His election fol- 
lowed an earlier suspension as |

I shall submit to the Congress 

on Jan. 21 the first budget pre- | 
pared by this Administration, 
for the period .July 1, 1954, 
through June 1955. 
' This budget is adequate to the 
current needs of the Govern- 
ment. It recognizes that a fed- 
eral budget should be a stabiliz- 
ing factor in the economy. Its 
tax and expenditure programs 
will foster individual initiative 
and economic growth. 


Pending the transmittal of my 
budget message, I shall mention 
here only a few points about 
our budgetary situation. 


First. one of our initial acts 
was to revise, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Congress, the budget 
prepared before this Adminis- 
tration took office. Requests for 
new appropriations were greatly 
reduced. In addition, the spend- 
ing level provided in that budget 
for the current fiscal year has 
been reduced by about $7,000,- 
000,000. In the next fiscal year 
we estimate a further reduction 
in expenditures of more than 
$5,000,000,000. This will reduce 
the spending level over the two 
fiscal years by more than $12.- 
000,000,000. We are also reduc- 
ing further our requests for new 
appropriations.

Youth—our greatest resource 
is being seriously neglected in a 
vital respect.

tory, have always reserved their 
first allegiance to the Kingdom 
of the Spirit, which is the true 
source of that freedom we value 
above all material things. 

But a government can try, as 
ours tries, to sense the deepest 
aspirations of the people, and to 
express them in political action 
at home and abread. So long as 
action and aspiraiion humbly 
and earnestly seek favor in the 
sight of the Almighty, there is 
no end to America’s forward 
road; there is no obstacle on it 
she will not surmount in her 
march toward a lasting peace 
in a free and prosperous world.

The bureau noted that layoffs | 
usually rise in November with 
the coming of cold weather, but 
“the increase this November was 
somewhat greater than in most 
recent years.”

The FBI report listed Halperin 
as one of several one-time gov- 
ernment officials who were “par- 
ticip"nts in this (spy) operation 
or were utilized by principals in 
this ring for the purpose of ob- 
taining data in which the Soviet 
is interested.” 

Also named in the report were 
the late Harry Dexter White, 
Dr. Gregory Silvermaster,

Halperin held government posts 
in the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices, the State Department and 
the United Nations. 


The FBI report said Halperin 
“was a member of the Commu- 
nist party” at the time he served 
in the Government and, the re- 
port added, “beginning in 1942 
he passed on information to an 
espionage courier.”

Isadore Nagler, an) 
ILGWU vice president and man-| 
ager of the cloak joint board,’ 
said the action was @mecessary to | 
solve “complex and pressing’ 
problems” resulting from an in-| 
creased demand for retirement | 
by eligible workers. 

Hike in Pension Contributions. | 

Under the new agreement the | 
employers, who now finance the | 
pension fund by contributing 
the equivalent of 3 per cent of 
their yearly payrolls, will con-| 
tribute an additional 1 per cent 
beginning June.1, and still an-| 
other 42 to 1 per cent begin-| 
ning June 1, 1956, if necessary, | 
The contributions at 3 per cent | 
amounted to about $4,000,000 a) 
year. 

Nagler said that the major | 
problem — “now solved”—was | 
how to increase the fund to ac- | 
commodate all retirement appli- | 
cations. There are 1722 applica- | 
tions now pending, including a/| 
backlog of 900. Last year 860 | 
workers were retired. 

Nagler said the union agreed 
to a new five-vear contract, éf- 
fective June 1, when its current 
contract expires. Negotiations 
for a new contract would not) 
normally begin until 60 days be- | 
fore the expiration date. 

Wage Provision. 

The new contract will extend | 
long-term stability in the in-| 
dustry, he said, in addition to 
averting possible deadline strife. 
He said that wage increases can- 
not be sought by the union dur- 
ing the five-year period unless | 
the cost of living increases 5 per | 
cent above the current level. 

Nagler said the increasing ap- | 
plications and the fact that the 
pension program provides for 
retirement only in January of 
each year made a new contract 
providing more funds necessary | 
at once if the applicants were to | 
be satisfied and sound plans | 
made.

ROME, Jan. 7—Anybody who 
can hold Italy’s Catholic center 
party together. can be Italy’s 
next Premier.

Who Should Benefit? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

News headline: “10 Per Cent In- 
come Tax Cut Starts for 60,000,000.” 

Substantial income tax reductions 
will be received by a very small per- 
centage of the 60 million income tax 
payers, and nearly all of them are in 
the class that should not need it. 

After last Dec. 31, corporations 
were relieved of paying the excess 

profits tax—not by any means with 
the idea, expressed or implied, that 
they will or may reduce the price of 
their product to the consumer, but 
for the openly expressed purpose of 
increasing corporation profits, 

Also, all corporations are to re- 
ceive a 5 per cent cut in income 
taxes effective April 1. Again not 
with the idea of reducing prices to the 
consumer, but solely to increase cor- 
porate profits although those profits 
for the past several years have been 
the highest ever known. 

Personally, I seriously doubt the 
wisdom of any tax cut at this time 
but if any was to be made would it 
nat have been a wonderful display of 
democracy at work if our 60 million 
income tax payers were each allowed 
a $700 personal exemption instead of 
the present $600? This could have 
been done with a loss to the Govern- 
ment of two billion dollars less than 
the present estimate. 

Probably 55 or 56 million (for 
more) people would have thus re- 
ceived benefits, whereas only four or 
five million (or less) will receive any 
benefits worth mentioning, and all of 
them already have incomes beyond 
their reasonable needs. 

Which of these groups do you, the 
reader of this letter, think should 
have received these benefits”

Raising Telephone Capital 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent editorial suggested that 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
could borrow money for expansion 
at 3 per cent rather than issue stock 
on which a fair return is considered 
to be more than 6 per cent. 

Since when does financial planning 
stop at only the interest cost of 
borrowing? The principal of loans 
must be paid off not from new loans 
but from earnings. Try and buy a 
home with only enough earnings to 
pay the interest on the mortgage. 
You can plan on losing your home 
when the principal of the mortgage 
comes due. S. W. Bell would have 
to be permitted to earn not only 
the 3 per cent interest on the loan 
but sufficient additional earnings to 
pay off the loan at maturity. 

By contrast, sums raised by sale 
of stock do not have to be paid off. 
The only rate question there in- 
volved is a fair return to compensate 
stockholders for the risk of invest- 
ment—and certainly 6 per cegt is 
not unreasonable when government 
bonds pay 3% per cent and when the 
financial stability of the company is 
constantly threatened by just such 
{ill-informed attacks as the one your 
editorial makes. 

For a sad example of the result of 
failure to allow rates sufficient to 
provide a fair return on investment 
with resultant recourse to borrowing 
on which interest and principal must 
be paid, witness the endless railroad 
bankruptcies. Would you like such 
a financial history to be repeated in 
the telephone industry?

The Tax Debate Begins 


No congressional topic is quite as popular as 
tax reduction, but already it is apparent that 
there will be a long argument between what is 
just and what is necessary. 

Senator Hennings of Missouri has called for 
three major income tax changes. He would allow 
full deduction of all medical costs, allow special 


. deductions for working widows with children, 


and raise exemptions for dependents from $600 
to $1000. 

All these steps would help low-income groups, 
and there is a special reason to help them now, 
For while income taxes were reduced for every- 
body Jan. 1, social security taxes were increased. 
These tax changes actually added up to higher 
taxes for many low-income families. The results 
are hardly in accord with ability to pay. 

Senator Hennings, however, does not know 
what his program would cost. It obviously would 
cost a great deal of revenue. And the Senator is 
not a member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which has its own ideas about tax 
legislation. 

Right now the committee is trying to write a 
program to support President Eisenhower's pledge 
for a thorough overhaul of the revenue code. 
Committee sources indicate that their program 
will cover all the sources of tax cuts mentioned 
by Senator Hennings, and more—but the actual 
cuts will be far less. 


In fact, the committee estimates the total tax 
reduction at $1,500,000,000. This would be spread 
through reductions for medical expenses, child 
care and so on for individuals, and through cuts 
for dividend and depreciation rates for busi- 
nesses. 

The total reduction is no more than the Ad- 
ministration believes the country can afford to 
lose in revenue, but it is far less than some Reé- 
publican Congressmen had hoped for. Before the 
debate is over, the tax cuts may ove sliced pretty 
thin.

Missouri’s Growing Ghost River 

The Missouri Conservation Commission's esti- 
mate that there are 1222 miles of polluted 
streams in the state is no indication that condi- 
tions are improving. Five years ago'the commis- 
sion’s estimate was 875 miles, which was bad 
enough—a ghost river the equivalent in length 
of the Osage, the Gasconade, the Bourbeuse and 
the Current put together. But the new estimate 
is a third greater. 

While the stream pollution problem is growing 
worse in this state, it is growing better in some 
other states. Eight states acting in concert have 
performed signal accomplishments with the Ohio 
river. New pollution has been curbed and exist- 
ing pollution has been reduced. New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut have tackled their stream 
pollution problems with some success. 

What these states have done, Missouri 
also do.

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Mr. Carpentier Corrects His Error 

After two months, Illinois Secretary of State 
Charles F, Carpentier has moved to correct his 
serious mistake by withdrawing his censorship 
order under which about 500 book titles, involv- 
ing more than 6000 volumes, were banned from 
circulation by the Illinois State Library at 
Springfield. The official, who by law is the Mli- 
nois State Librarian, says that he has “no inten- 
tion” of setting himself up “as moral arbiter or 
censor.” He also says that he does not want “ma- 
terials in the Illinois State Library intended 
only for adult cormsumption to circulate among 
school children.” 

Sadly wrong once, Mr. Carpentier is now twice 
right. The law makes the Secretary of State also 
State Librarian, but it does not authorize him to 
tell the people of Illinois what they may or may 
not read. Mr. Carpentier is also right on the 
matter of juvenile reading materials. Charles 
H. Knickerbocker’s “The Boy Who Came Back” 
is not a book for a high school girl. But, like 
every other library, the Illinois State Library 
works hard to keep adult and juvenile books 
separate. How the Richland county school girl 
got an adult book still is not clear. 


Although there can be no harm in it, actua- 
ally Mr. Carpentier does not need to conduct a 
study of book sélection and circulation policies 
of “four leading public libraries and four leading 
state libraries.” The Illinois State Library, under 
Miss Helene H. Rogers, is one of the country’s 
best state libraries. All Mr. Carpentier needs to 
do is to ask such members of the State Library 
Advisory Committee as Librarians Phineas L. 
Windsor and Robert B. Downs of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Miss Gertrude Gscheidle of Chi- 
cago and Miss Louise Anthony of Alton. They 
are well-qualified to advise him and they are on 
a board set up by law to do just that.

Education Across State Lines 

Senator McClellan's bill for federal aid for 
school construction at least takes hold of the 
thorny problem of unequal educational oppor- 
tunities among the states. When some states 
spend only about one sixtieth as much as others 
to educate their children, the inequality is 
great. When many of the states with financially- 
starved schools are spending larger proportions 
of their income on schools than more prosperous 
states, there is obviously a job to be done by 
the 48 states acting as a whole. 

The Arkansas Senator’s bill does not ‘make 
a comprehensive approach but at least it avoids 
stumbling-blocks which have tripped up other 
legislative approaches to the problem. It is only 
a starter, but it would make a-=sstart, and a 
good one. 
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The Rabbit 


Memories of Rabbit. (Walter J.) Maranville 
naturally come to his Boston Braves team of 
1914, which was in last place as late as July 8 
but won the World Series. As Maranville always 
told it, Manager George Stallings had given 
them such. a dressing down as to crisp even a 
rabbit's ears. It stands as the classic pep talk, 
but is not exactly printable here. 

Since not all that memory can recall is enough 
to tell about the Rabbit himself, however, we 
checked with our files and found a 1929 clipping 
about him just after he left the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals. On the back of this faded news page was a 
story about a suit against Harry Sinclair over 
Teapot Dome profits, and a report on passage 
of a local jaywalking ordinance. This is worth 
mention because Maranville was one of the 


- greatest jaywalkers in baseball. As he put it: 


. I guess my best stunt was when ! crawled 
between the legs of Umpire Hank O'Day in 
running from first to second. O’Day stopped 
the game while he consulted the rules to find 
a way to punish me, but it wasn’t in the 
book, and I got away with it. 

Probably Maranville’s greatest stunt, though, 
was to get away with being a great shortstop in 

the rough days of baseball when he was only 5

feet 5 inches tall. He did it not just with brilliant 
play, but with audacity and speed the like of 
which is best found loping over the prairie faster 
than any coyote can travel. He was the Rabbit, 
and there won't be another, " 
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Comfort Without Waste 


A growing problem of water use with which 
the St, Louis area must soon grapple was dijs- 
cussed in the annual report of W. Victor Weir, 
president of the St. Louis County Water Co. This 
is the expanding demand upon hot-weather water 
supplies for air conditioning. 

In the county last summer, air conditioners ac- 
counted for more than one-eighth of the water 
pumped on hot days. In some Missouri commu- 
nities they account for 25 per cent. 

It can be taken for granted that future de- 
mands for this new use of public water supplies 
will show a marked increase. In all probability 
the rate of increase will be rather high, The de- 
mand must, of course, be met. But it is not too 
soon to assure that it shall be met with a mini- 
mum of waste af water resources. 

Air conditioners which use public water sup- 
plies and then discharge that water into the 
sewer system are shockingly wasteful. For a 
small additional investment the water can be cir- 
culated through a cooling tower and reused with 
a minimum of loss to evaporation. ; 

Any community with an eye to the conserva- 
tion of its water resources ought to take steps 
to encourage the use of water towers and recir- 
culators, particularly tn large air conditioning 
installations. That could be done in two ways— 
by making conservation-type units mandatory, 
as urged by the Missouri Division of Health, or 
by the use of incentive water rates, which are 
now under study by the county water company. 

Whatever the method, certainly the public 
welfare demands that when precious water is 
used merely to increase personal comfort, it 
ought ta be used in the least wasteful way. 
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New Responsibility for Dr. Astin 

One of our readers who is a chemist sends us 
a page from the Chemical and Engineering News 
with an interesting piece of Wahington news. 

President Eisenhower, so the professional pub- 
lication of chemists and chemical engineers re- 
ports, has appointed Allen V. Astin to serve as 
chairman of the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Scientific Research and Development. 

No one needs to be told that this is the same 
Dr. Astin who was first fired from the director- 
ship of the Bureau of Standards early in 1952 by 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks, in connection 
with the AD-X2 battery additive controversy. 
Then he was reinstated when the world of sci- 
ence almost to a man came to his defense. 

As chairman of this interdepartmental research 
committee, Dr® Astin will direct the preparation 
of recommendations for making the research 
programs of the Government more effective, for 
encouraging collaboration among federal agencies 
engaged in related research and for study of ad- 
ministrative policies. The President properly re- 
gards Dr. Astin as qualified to head this import- 
ant Government work, Secretary Weeks thought 
he should be fired from the Government service. 

And that is something to remember about the 
Secretary of Commerce as long as he is Sinclair 
Weeks of Massachusetts.

Planning Off-Street Parking 

Mayor Tucker has staffed the city’s new Off- 
street Parking Commission, and this should sig- 
nal the start of a detailed study of the city’s 
parking needs and how they can be met. Prepara- 
tion of a master plan for off-street parking is the 
commission's immediate task. 

That job might have posed fewer difficulties 
had the St. Louis delegation in the Missouri Leg- 
islature stood solidly behind a proposal to per- 
mit the city to operate as well as own off-street 
parking facilities. As things stand now the city 
can construct such facilities but it must lease 
them to private operators. Neither the city nor 
the private operator can sell gasoline, oil or 
services in connection with the operation. 

These restrictions can and should be elim- 
inated in the next regular session of the Legis- 
lature a year from now. Meantime, though, the 
new parkjng commission can tackle the problem 
and recommend a solution within the frame of 
existing law. A great many constructive steps 
can be taken without a nod from Jefferson City. 
St. Louis expects the commission to point the way. 
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More Enelish in Our Schools 

The first fruits of the current examination of 
the St. Louis public schools are most encourag- 
ing. They add up toa recommendation that more 
time and effort be given to the teaching of 
English. Prof. John E. Brewton of George Pea- 
body College, Nashville, Tenn., who was re- 
tained to help the school authorities, urges four 
eyears Of high school English instead of three, 
and seven periods a week instead of five. 

St. Louis has no cause for special shame. “No 
high school in the United States teaches every 
student to write a sentence,” says Prof. Brew- 
ton. Yet the failurg of others will not, we hope, 
become an excuse for failure here. We hope also 
that the pointing out of inadequacies will not 
bring on new pleas for simplification so that 
even the ill-prepared may read, no matter at 
what cost to the rich language of Pope and 
Herrick and Shakespeare. 

There is an alarming trend in this direction of 
making subjects easy by reducing their con- 
tent and of accepting “snap” courses in lieu of 
the more rigorous requirements necessary if a 
graduate is to be deemed at all educated. 

Taking the work out of study in this way !s 
often justified as meeting the demands of the 
times. But are these demands really being met 
when a vocational course of doubtful value in 
a time of rapidly changing techniques is sub- 
stituted for a course which would help a pupil 
to think and to grow? On this point, we would 
like to quote Prof. Arthur E. Bestor of the 
University of Illinois: 

It is a curiously ostrich-like way of “meet- 
ing life needs” to de-emphasize foreign 
languages during a period of global tension, 
and to de-emphasize mathematics at pre- 
cisely the time when the nation’s security 
has come to depend on Einstein's equation.

In his address to the people President 
Eisenhower spoke under an obvious 
handicap. His purpose was to arouse In- 
terest in and support for his legislative 
program to be outlined in his State of 
the Union message to Congress. But 
having -decided, wisely we think, to re- 
serve the details of his program for dis- 
closure first to Congress, he was com- 
pelled to fall back upon generalities in 
his talk to the country. His report to 
the people thus became a sort of pre- 
lude to the later speech, and hence 
vague and not very impressive. 


The speech is useful, however, as an 
indication of the Presidefft’s approach 
to his problem. It was, first of all, a di- 
rect appeal to the people “regardless of 
party.” The President is obviously count- 
ing on his strong popularity to give 
strength to his recommendations to Con- 
gress, 

It might be said that, in abbreviated 
form, the President proclaimed the 
“service state,” although his emphasis 
upon what the Government can do for 
its citizens was qualified by his regard 
for a sound economy and decentralized 
administration. His remarks, in any 
event, were in interesting contrast to 
some of his criticisms of the welfare 
state during the campaign. 

We do not think that he succeeded in 
alerting the people to the momentous 
nature of the issues that will arise be- 
fore the session of Congress assembling 
today. For that purpose speeches of a 
more arousing and inspiring nature may 
be necessary as the specific items in his 
program come under scrutiny.

Recession jitters have been growing in 
recent weeks. Over last weekend Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas of Illinois, an econo- 
mist, said a mild recession is in the 
cards and its signs are already here. 


President Eisenhower scolded “‘self- 
appointed peddlers of gloom and doom,” 
but if he had reference to Douglas he 
was ill-advised about Douglas’s views. 
Douglas saw no hard times in the fu- 
ture, no “gloom and doom”—just a 
slacker period than the boom times of 
recent years. , 


Both’ men know that this nation has 
made its greatest progress in times of 
peace, not war. Economists are af log- 
gerheads about the future picture but 
most agree that right now the economy 
is healthy. 


It is significant that President Eisen- 
hower, in describing what the Federal 
Government might do to help maintain 
that prosperity, mentioned that his Ad-

All Americans want a program “in- 
spired by zeal for the common good, 
dedicated to the welfare of every Amer- 
ican family.” All Americans want to 
“build a stronger and better America— 
of greater security and increasing pros- 
perity for all.” 


There are always differences of opin- 
ion, however, as to what constitutes 
such a program and how “a stronger 
and better America”’ is to be built. 

The messages of days ahead will indi- 
cate, better than the preliminary ad- 
dress of Monday night, what Eisenhow- 
er wants, where the last year of “prepa- 
ration” has brought us and whether 
there is an Eisenhower program that 
will appeal to the people and pass the 
Congress,

. New York Writers 
Debate Scoring. 


EW YORK boxing writers 
Nave added their voices to 

the opponents of the pro- 
posed uniform scoring system 
for bouts which was adopted 
by the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation at its convention last 
year, Nat Fleischer, editor of 
Ring Magazine and president 
of the New York organization 
writes. 

They also voted, 17 to 13, 
against the New York system 
which provides scoring bouts 
by rounds with a supplemen- 
tary point tabulation. They 
want a straight round-by- 
round scoring of fights. 

Ned Brown, who has been 
writing boxing for about 50 
years and who was formerly 
sports editor of the New York 
Morning World, strongly in- 
fluenced the voting with his 
argument for the score by 
rounds. 

He pointed out that the 
New York way was designed 
by the then chairman of the 
New York Athletic Commis- 
sion, Eddie Eagan, to mini- 
mize the number of draw de- 
cisions. But Brown asked 
“What's wrong with a draw in 
boxing?” 

Well, there’s nothing wrong 
with draws and they're even 
possible under the New York 
method but they lead to end- 
less arguments and to many 
return matches which are the 
greatest source of irritation 
to the boxing game. 

Fleischer, himself, argued 
strongly for the New York 
idea, said that it had proved 
itself best over the years and 
asked “why not scrap all the 
rest and take on the New 
York way?” 

That's highly debatable, as 
is proved by the vote of the 
Now York writers themselves 
and privately they have been 
heard to voice criticism of the 
Eagan system ever since it 
was invoked. 

So, it would appear thatthe 
debate will go on and on 
with no agreement in sight. 


Members of the N.B.A. ap- | 


parently are not going to 
abide by their own decision 
to use the Minnesota system 
which provides ten points for 
the winner of a round with 
a lesser amount for the loser, 
with ten points each for an 
even round and certain arbi-| 
trary deductions for rule vio- 
lations. 

As a result, television view- | 
ers will have the task of re- | 
orienting their ideas of scoring 
every time a bout is telecast 
from a new location. There 
are some 14 ways of scoring 
now in vogue in this country. 


Television the Problem. 


ELECASTING of boxing 

continues to be the big 

problem facing the sport 
as 1954 dawns, the same as it 
has been for several years but 
opinion seems to be crystal- 
lizing on the blacked out lo- 
cal area as being the best way 
to proceed. 

Television sponsors paid 
$5,200,000 to boxing purses 
during 1953 for 200 shows 
while gate receipts amounted 
to about $4,600,000, for pro- 
fessional boxing programs, tel- 
evised or not televised. 

It was the second time that 
TV money had exceeded gate 
receipts. 

The record was set by the 
Rocky Marciano-Joe Walcott 
bout in Chicago last May for 
which the sponsor paid $300,000 
for less than one round, But 
the sponsor of the Kid Gavi- 
lan-Chuck Davey match got a 
real break because he had to 
pay nothing for the telecast. 

The sponsor had guaranteed 
Gavilan $80,000 and Davey 
$40,000 and agreed to make up 
those amounts if the gate re- 
ceipts did not amount to 
enough to pay them these 
amounts. The receipts exceed- 
ed the sum necessary to pay 
the boxers those purses, so the 
sponsor got a free ride, the 
first and only time such a 
thing has happened to the 
best knowledge and belief of 
the oldest inhabitant. 

Theater television viewers 
of the Marciano-La Starza bout 
paid approximately $400,000 to 
see that match the TV of 
which was restricted to the- 
aters. The promoters had been 
guaranteed $100,000 by the 
theaters with a privilege of a 


percentage and the theaters — 


actually paid $125,000 for the 
program.

HERE probably never was a 
"T time when homemakers didn’t f 

start the New Year with a 
deflated budget and good inten- 
tions. 1954 is no exception. Not 
that prices are necessarily higher 
in January than at any other 
time. It is just that we are all 
more conscious of the need to 
make a fresh start, and this quite 
normal reaction is given impetus 
by Christmas bills and taxes. 


Possibly the most elastic link 
in the budget chain is food — 
especially fresh fruits and vege- 
tables. Whenever we must re- 
trench, what is the first thing we 
do? We cut down en our food 
bills, largely because we haven't 
much choice. Rent, utility bills 
and car payments go on regard- 
less and it is difficult indeed to 
pare them. But it doesn’t take | 
too much juggling to cut the 
food bills by substituting lower | 
priced items for those which are | 
more costly. 


With this in mind, let’s take a | 
close look at the current situa- | 
tion. Based upon prices per | 
pound, here is a break-down of 
fresh fruits and vegetables into | 
three categories — low budget, 
medium budget and higher 
budget. 

In the low bracket (in case 
you really have the first-of-the- 
year blues) we find carrots, cab-_ ; 
bage, celery, iceberg Iettuce, 
onions and potatoes, sweet pota-| 
toes, parsnips, rutabagas, turnips, 
acorn and Hubbard squash. For 
fruit, take your choice of grape- 
fruit, oranges or small apples.

F you aren't too budget con- 
J scious, you have a rather 
lengthy list from which to 
choose. Even those who are 
counting pennies may find that 
these items are not prohibitive, 
since some of them are used 
only in limited amounts.. Al- |

Still I was a wallflower at the junior prom. But this is 
changed now. And I am the happiest man on my block. 

I am sort of smoke-colored. But mighty happy. 

This all comes from barbecuing.

IT IS A CURIOUS thing. After you have bought an 
oven at great price, you must prove that you do not need it. 
You must cook outdoors. 

Fortunately, Mr. Trader Vic's little grass shack sells a 
portable barbecue. I think you would die laughing if you 
could see me. I am the color of an old ham. This comes 
from putting your face inside to see how the meat is get- 
ting along. 

Ah. we have come a long way since grandpa fried the 
salt pork on Shirt-tail Flat. 

We progressed to the wood stove, the kerosene stove 
that was apt to blow your head off. We got a gas stove, 
and then we got into the realm of electric ranges. Now- 
adays my stove does not look like a stove at all.

You Can Prove That Preparing Sauerbraten Dish Is Not a Lost Art 


“By Hoyt Alden 


ITH the whole country be- 

coming so calorie conscious, 

a man’s almost afraid to talk 
about such things as sauerbraten 
and potato pancakes, or meat 
balls, or a good vegetable pot. 
It’. likely to cause a fit of dietary 
heebie-jeebies among all the peo- 
ple who are living on yogurt and 
lettuce, 


I den’t want to tempt anybody, 
or create dismay, so if you're 
among those who carry a calorie 
chart you'd better not read what 
is about to follow. You would 
only torture yourself with 
thoughts of a juicy pot of sauer- 
braten, well larded with salt 
pork and swimming in its own 
juices flavored with onions, pars- 
nips, leeks and carrots and sea- 
soned with cloves and bay leaves, 
the meat so tender its melts in 
your mouth and the sauce so 
savory it will go to your head 
like a fine wine and leave you 
with a'deep and satisfying sense 
that all's right with'the world. 

You wouldn't want to hear 
about a vegetable pot made with 
diced lamb and onions and but- 
ter and zucchini and okra and 
green beans, all cooked together 
until the flavors blend them- 
selves into a gastronomic sym- 
phony. What am I saying? 

However, if you're one of the 
hardy souls with a flair for good 
eating, read on. Here's a recipe 
for sauerbraten which proves 
that the art of preparing this 
dish, despite what some people 
say, has not vanished from the 
land. 


Get ourself a four to six 
pound pot roast, preferably the 
eye round and have the butcher 
lard it with fat pork, strips about 
three inches long. Put it in a 
big jar or bowl with a couple 
of sliced onions, half a parsnip 
sliced, two sliced leeks, a coyple 
of bay leaves, a half dozen 
cloves, and, if you like it, a half 
dozen peppercorns and the same 
number of juniper berries. Add 
two teaspoons of salt and then 
pour over it ali a quart of wine 
vinegar that has been brought 
to a boil. 

The meat should marinate at 
Jeast a week. Turn it a couple 
of times daily, but don’t stick a 
fork in it. When cooking time 
comes drain the meat and brown 
it all over in a heavy pot. You 
can use butter or bacon fat. Now 
put the marinade in with the 
vegetables, but don’t cover the 
meat. Let it simmer slowly until 
the meat is tender, which may

take three or four hours. Put 
the meat on a platter and keep 
it warm while you make the 
sauce. ' 


Melt a fourth of a pound of 
butter and add a tablespoon of 
sugar and then enough flour to 
make a thick sauce. Let the 
flour darken, but don’t burn it 
Slowly add a cup or so of the 
marinade and keep on cooking 
and stirring until the sauce is 
like cream. Add a cup of wine 
or a cup of sour crezm. Some 
like wine, some like sour cream. 
Strain it and keep it warm. 

Slice the roast and pour some 
of the sauce over it. Serve the 
rest of the sauce on the side. 
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are, of 
course, traditional with sauer- 
oraten, and they should be of 
the same state of excellence... 


A poor potato pancake is a 
poor thing indeed. ‘There are 
many variations of the potato 
pancake, one of the simplest 
being a French version which 
consists merely of preparing a 
pancake batter in the ordinary 
wav and then adding to it a 
smooth puree of potatoes.

Grate a couple of raw pota- 
toes into two beaten eggs, and 
add two tablespoons of milk, 
two tablespoons of flour, a 
fourth of a teaspoon of baking 
powder and generous teaspoon 
of salt.

TO “TOLERATE” 

66 OLERATE” is a word 

T familiar enough, as we 
speak of tolerating a 
wrong or an imposition, and 
this sense is clearly on the sur- 
face, of its derivation. Literally, 
it means to suffer to be, to per- 
mit to be done. It takes this 
sense from the Latin “toler- 
are,” which is from the same 
root as “tollere,” to lift up. The 
sense of “to bear” is inherent 
here and to “tolerate” is to bear 
with something. 

When we come to the noun 
forms of this word, it takes on 
a more profound dimension. 
Tolerance is the power or the 
act of enduring, of bearing what 
must be borne or endured. This 
is very often used in the more 
constructive sense of toleration 
as the positive allowance of ac- 
tion or opinion different from 
our own. Toleration is more 
than a bearing with: it is some- 
thing creative, and an exercise 
of breadth, and so it has be- 
come applied particularly to 
the allowance of modes of wor- 
ship or ideas that are not our 
own. “Toleration” seems to be 
the better word here, “toler- 


ance” being the capacity or act 
of enduring.

SPLENDID dessert for the

Peel and split in half two 
bananas for each person.

AY by day we see the ques-

Pakistan or a military 
agreement with Pakistan dis- 
cussed in our newspapers and 
each time it seems to me it is 
being made more clear to us 
that, whether reasonably or 
not still the Indians are com- 
pletely opposed to .this ar- 
rangement. .They’ feel that 
Pakistan is safe, from the So- 
viet Union, having both Af- 
ghanistan and India on its 
borders, and that in accept- 
ing military aid from the 
United States, Pakistan will 
bring the cold war to the 
Indian world. 


We seem to be jeopardizing 
the friendship of 370,000,000 
people in order to establish a 
military agreement with 70,- 
000,000 people. It is certainly 
not fear of Pakistan that 
makes India appear.to object 
to this, for even with the 


predominance in her area of 
the world as to resources and

IT IS PERHAPS natural 
that Pakistan should seek to 
strengthen her position. From 
the United States point of 
view there is undoubtedly no

Visit to Martinique

FORT-DE-FRANCE, 
Martinique. 


HE British West Indies 
T Airways fly a plane—Da- 

kota, they call it, which 
resembles a DC-3. In such a 
craft I left ER, 
Trinidad for & 
Martinique, 
‘getting up at 
4:45 a.m. 

We stopped 
at Grenada, 
Barbados, and 
St. Lucia, all 
of them is- 
lands worth 
visiting. But 
my vanity 
consists in not 
seeing every- 
thing. It is indelicate, I think, 
to rake your itinerary as you 
would rake a lawn, gathering 
up every pebble, every twig so 
industriously that you are per- 
spiring with effort. I prefer 
to sit under a tree and look 
at the lawn. 

Travel is primarily for en- 
joyment —instruction is sec- 
ondary. Admitting that the 
two ends are not mutually ex- 
clusive, that they often are 
actually interchangeable, I 
never permit my traveling to 
become work. What can’t be 
included with ease should be 
skipped over. Besides, I know 
that if I visited conscientious- 
ly every island in the Carib- 
bean, somebody would say 
upon my return, “What! You 
didn’t go to Yo-Yo Island?” 
referring to some miserable, 
uninhabited half-acre sticking 
up out of the sea. “But my 
dear, that is the high spot of 
the trip!”

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SOME DAY I should be 
glad to visit Grenada, which 
is also called Spice Island, 
because much cinnamon is 
grown there. Americans of my 
acquaintance go to Grenada 
every year. Apparently each 
American has his favorite is-
